How Women Have Applied Art Princ. 
ples to Industries in the Past and 
Today—Especially to Dress. 


Paris, October 14—The scheme of an 
exposition of the arts of women originated 
with the welJ-known French Central Union 
of Decorative Arts and it has been carried 
out under the patronage of a large number 
of leading Parisian women. It was opened 
in August in Palais de I’Industrie. 

According to its prospectus the exposi- 
tion was to show the development and pres- 
ent condition of the arts in which women 
are engaged, not only in France, but 
throughout the world. It was not an at- 
tempt to make merely a curious and inter- 
esting exhibition, but instead to give an ex- 
act idea of what has and is being done by 
a in applying art principles to indus- 

es. 


To carry out such a scheme fully would 
be of value to industrial womankind the 
world over. In both America and Europe 
the possibilities for women in the decora- 
tive arts are becoming more and more evi- 
dent. But each country is working with 
comparative ignorance of what is. doing 
elsewhere. An exposition to show simply 
what F'rnch women do in these lines and 
j how they are trained would be helpful. 
But if the methods and outputs of the 
ateliers for women in all other countries 
could be combined with the French exhib- 
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and executed by pu w 


tery decorations, etc. 

This section shows that much attention is 
given to the history of costumes. ar 
reproducing ancient modes abound. e 
display, that from the girls’ professional 
school at Rouen, is made up almost en- 
tirely of dolls dressed in the costumes of 
other days. 

Passing to the exhibits ef other countries, 
one notes that the schools at south Ken- 
sington. Canterb Birmingham, Hert- 
ford, Scarborotgh, nehester, Sheffield, 
Dublin, Cork, Glasgow, ete., have all sent 
designs applied to quite another class of 
objects. In these schools the chief design-

The toilet is studied scientifically 
by them; it is taken seriously; it is treated 
with thought. As a rule there is a trimness 
a finish, a fit, a chic which distinguishes 
French women from all other women. 
Drop into New York, London, -Berlin, 
after afew months: in Paris,» and 
you are startled by the contrast . between 
* the dress in general in those Cities and the 
dress ‘of the French women in general. 

: pOne result.of the scientific study of, the 
‘ toilet has been the. creatiom iw France of a 

- great line of industties, which ‘are Curried 

‘on with far. more skill than in any other 

country of the world. It is not ouly that 
gowns are better finished and more artis- 
tic; that the bonnets are creations of beau- 
ty; that there are no flowers and feathers 
to compare with those of Paris, but cor- 
sets, lingerie, petticoats, hose, jewelry, all 
the dainty adjuncts of a woman’s toilet, are 
made here with consummate finish and 
taste. Since women are engaged in these

Natural history 
soon became her all-absorbing pursuit, and 
when on her father’s death she moved with 
her mother and sisters to Black Kock, near 
Dublin, she spent much of her time search- 
ing the seashore for rare specimens.

Although Edna Lyall is one of the most 
popular writers of the day, and has won, 
through her books the sympathy and af- 
fections of thousands of readers of both 
sexes, her personality is but little known 
of the outside world. Her existence is 
spent far from the busy hum of London 
life, either in quiet Eastbourne or traveling 
about in search of health and sunshine, 
‘ne authoress of “Donovan” has a horror 
of publicity and absolutely refuses to be 
interview She is a home-loving woman, 
and does not care for society, literary or 
otherwise. Most people know by this time 
that “Edna Lyall” is only a transposition 
of the writer’s real name, Edna Ellen Bay- 
ly. The youngest daughter of a London 
barrister, she was born and educated in 
Brighton, and, it is said, made up her 
mind to be a novelist at the early age of 
ten. Before she was eighteen she had actu- 
ally written her first book, “Won by Wait- 
ing,” a real tour de force when one consid- 
ers that the young writer gives in it a 
graphic picture of the French commune, 
which she could only have seen described 
in books and magazine articles. This story, 
although favorably received, did not pro- 
duce a great impression. “Donovan,” which 
shortly followed, made an instant mark and 
grew in popularity as time went on. 
Amongst its admirers was the late Mr. 
Bradlaugh, who entered into correspondence 
with the authoress and became, notwith- 
standing their difference of religious opin- 
ion, one of her firmest friends. The prof- 
its of “Donovan,” by the way, served to 
pay for a peal of three bells christened 
severally “Donovan,” “Gladis” and “Dot,” 

resented by Miss Bayly to her brother- 
n-law’s church, St. Savior’s, Eatbourne. 

Edna Lyall turns her travels to go 
profit. “Knight Errant’” was partly_writ- 
ten and thought out in Italy. ““A Hardy 
Norseman” was the result of a visit to Nor- 
way.” Miss Bayly has no settled hours for 
work, but generally writes in the morning. 
Her delicate health makes her strongly 
susceptible to climatic influences, and she 


' sometimes has to lay her beloved art aside 


for a time. It is hardly necessary to say 
that every one of Miss Bayly’s novels have 
been writen with a purpose, although she 
does not believe in sacrificing a story for 
the lesson it is intended to teach. When 
thinking out a new novel, her conception 
of the principal character comes first, and 
then are planned the circumstances by 
which his personality is to be developed, 
and the subsidiary characters whom he is 
to influence, or by whom he is influenced. 
She has learnt to compose on a typewriter, 
and has found her labors thereby immense- 
ly lightened. 

People write to Edna Lyall from all parts 
of the world, telling her their doubts and 
difficulties and seeking for her advice. The 
publication of a new book is always the 
signal for a mass of correspondence. At 
one time her friends were considerably an- 
noyed by an impostor who gave himself 
out to be the only true. and genuine “Hdna 
Lyall,” and until this occurrence none but 
her most intimate acquaintances knew that 
in Miss Barly they had often entertained 
an angel unawares. She has a great ven- 
eration and esteem for Mr. Gladstone, who 
was one of the first to recognize her power.

Rome People Will Be Warned of Approach- 
ing Floods, 

What is a river gauge station? 

Georgia has just three of them, and by 
those stations approaching floods are made 
known in time sufficient to avert disaster 
and loss of life. 

The finest system of river gauges in the 
United States was tried on the Mississippi 
river. Vicksburg, on that river, has seven 
days’ warning of any approaching flood 
which may have started from the farthest 
river gauge station. " 

Three river gauges have recently been 
established in Georgia, one at Rome, which 
has been flooded numerous times, and two 
adjunct stations. The adjunct stations are, 
of course, above Rome. 

At Canton, on the Etowah, a gauge was 
placed last week, and at the same time one 
was placed at Resaca on the Oostanaula. 

Should there be an alarming rise at Can- 
ton or Resaca, Rome would be quickly 
notified, and: would thus have five or six 
hours warning of a coming flood. 

River ‘gauges will be placed on the Flint 
river at Everett's station. There is already 
a gauge station at Albany and Bainbridge 
on the same river. 

There will be three river gauge stations 
on the Chattahoochee, at Eufaula, Ala., 
Chattahoochee Landivg, Fla., and Colum- 
bus,. Ga. ° 


A river gauge is in itself a_ very simple | 


fnstrument. The wood generally’ wsed for 

the pile is the heart of a pine, The post is 

painted white and the marks for feet and 

tenths of a foot are put in with brass tacks 

and range from twenty-five to thirty feet.

EFFECT OF COLD AND HEAT ON FOOD. 


How Flavors Are Brought Out—Something 
for Honsekeepers. 
Copyrighted 1892 by the Author. 

The necessity of cooking food to develop or 
create a palatable taste is important. The 
flesh of fowl is soft enough to masticate, but 
only a person on the verge of starvation could 
eat it before heat has changed its taste, and 
thus made it one of the most savory and ac- 
ceptable of meats. 

Coffee also well illustrates this point. When 
coffee is green, that is unbrowned, it is acrid 
in taste, very tough, even horny in consistency, 
and a decoction made from it is altogether 
unpleasant. But when, for a certain time, 
it is subjected to a degree of heat it loses 
its toughness, becomes brittle, changes color 
and there is developed in it a most agreeable 
flavor. This flavoring property is an actual 
product of the heat which causes chemical 
changes in an essential oil contained in the 
bean. Heat not only develops but creates 
flavors, changing the odor and taste as well 
as the digestibility of foods. 

Some foods are better for being cold. Sweet 
dishes as a rule are improved by a low tem- 
perature. The flavor of butter is very dif- 
ferent and very much finer when cold than 
when warm; it is absolutely necessary to 
keep it cool in order to preserve the flavor.

Who Became a Maker of Presidents of 
the- Union, 


THE STORY OF HON. THURLOW WEED. 


Early Life of Mr. Weed—His Work in the 
Printing Office—And Afterward 
as a Poliitician. 


When Abraham Lincoln was. president 

he used sometimes to say that he thought 
Thurlow Weed was one of the shrewdest 
politicians whom he had ever met, and 
that a part of his shrewdness was due to 
the training which he received in early 
life when he was a poor boy. Almost all 
of the famous men who were senators, or 
governors, or presidenta from the time 
that John Quincy Adams was president, 
until General Grant held that office, knew 
Mr. Weed, and had very much the same 
opinion of him which Mr. Lincoln did. 
So great a politician was he that although 
he has been dead nearly fourteen years, 
yet the politicians of today talk about him 
as though he was one who did wonders 
when alive and had perhaps had not his 
equal nowadiys. 
The ‘story of Thurlow Weed’s early days 
is a very interesting one, and when we 
remember how great his successes were in 
life, this story suggests that there is opor- 
tunity in this country for every lad, no 
matter how poor he is, or how many ob- 
stacles may seem to be in his pathway to 
success. The writer has heard Thurlow 
Weed tell some of his early experiences, 
and he has also listened to anecdotes told 
by some of .ur. Weed’s most intimate 
friends. 

Thuriow Weed's father was a r la- 
borer living in the town of Catskill, N.Y. 
He was so poor he could not give his chil- 
dren any other education than that which 
taught him just to read and write, and 
when .hurlow was a little boy about ten 
years of age, he had to do something to 
help him earn his living. There 
lad in the village named Ed 
aud he used to have 
Thurlow as he saw him doing 


more enjoyment than the games do many 
boys. So he got along rapidly, and by and 
by he became a journeyman printer, and 
had no other ideas of his future than that 
he would be all his days a printer, and 
perhaps at some time would own a little 
office of his own. 

By pure chance he got employment as he 
supnosed for a few days in a newspaper 
office in what was then the little village 
of Rochester, and by and by he becanie 
foreman of the paper and occasionally 
wrote a local item or even an editorial 
aragraph, and very proud was he when 

e saw nis first composition appear in 
print. But Le did so well that the owners 
of the paper useu occasionally to rely upon 
him not only to get it up, but to write 
almost all the news and editorials that 
were in if, and then Thurlow Weed began 
to have ambition, not only to be the owner 
of a printing office, but the editor of a 
paper. 

One day he was cfossing a muddy street 
in Rochester, when a coach passing by 
broke down, and there came tumbling out 
of it two or three passengers, among others 
a boyish looking person whom young Weed 
helped to his feet, and thus began an ac- 
quaintance which lasted for fifty years, 
and in which Thurlow Weed showed such 
friendship that he made this young man 
twice governor of New York, United 
States senator and almost brought him to 
the presideacy. This young person whom 
he rescued from a stage coach accident 
was William H. Seward, whom. almost 
every member of his party east of the 
Alleghany meuntains expected to see nom- 
inated for the presidency in 1860 instead 
of Abraham Lincoln. 

The acquaintance with Seward made 


| in this accidental manner was renewed

five or six years later, when Mr. Seward 
became a member of the state senate and 
Mr. Weed was in the lower house. 

It was pure chance, Thurlow Weed 
used to say, that took him into politics, al- 
though men who know him well have al- 


ways felt that sooner or later he would | 
have become a politician because he pos- | 


sessed great genius for pglitical affairs. 
The chance of which he spoke was this. 


The people of Rochester wanted to get a | 


charter for a bank, and they thought it 
would be well to send somebody to Albany 
to plead with. members of the legislature 
for such a charter. Somebody suggested 
that Thurlow Weed be sent, and when 


they asked him to go he seemed surprised | 
that they should come to him. an humble | That 


printer, for such a mission. He was only | 


twenty-four years of age. He.did not 
know many people, but he told 
he would do the best he could. So they 
gave him money enough to hey, his expenses 
and he went to Albany. t was his op- 

ty and he took it. A great many 
other men were there seeking for charters 
for banks in the towns in which they lived, 
but Thurlow Weed was the only man who 
was able to induce the legislature to grant 
a charter. He made the acquaintance of 
every member, and he made each of these 
members like him. That is an art in poli- 
tics, and Thurlow Weed then showed that 
he this gift, while other politi- 
cians had to cultivate it. The people of

Thurlow Weed, before he was forty years 
of age, had become so influential ‘a politi- 
clan and so good an editor that his friends 
founded a newspaper for him in Albany, 
and it became the business of his life to 
edit it. His ambition had been gratified, for 
he was now one of the great editors. The 
rival paper in Albany was edited by no oth- 
er persen than the same Edwin Crosswell, 
who used to have pity and some condescen- 
sion of manner as well for poor little Thur- 
low igen ~~ _. Weed was ri longer 
poor, a e ome powerfu henlog 
overcome obstacles which Mr. Crosswel 
never knew. 

One of the things which used to puzzle 
politicians, and has always been regarded 
as a strange mystery @f Mr. Weed’s life 
was that although he was the greatest of 
a and was called the power be- 
hind the throne, and had made men pres- 
idents and governors and senators, yet he 
would never accept an office himself. He 
served twice in his early life in the legisla- 
ture, and then made up his mind never to 
take an office, but he was more powerful 
than many men who held conspicuous offi- 
ces. He once told Thomas L. 
James, who was ter general when 
Garfield was president, why he had decided 
never to accept office. 

In 1824 young Weed wanted to take the 
result of the electoral vote in New York 
state to Washington. That was an honor 
much coveted then as it has been ever 
since. A messenger is appointed by the 
electoral college in each state to carry its 
vote to Washington and deliver it to 
the vice-president and he receives 


a sum of money for sO . do- 


ing... Mr. Weed wanted this appointment 


very much indeed, and he felt that he 
ought to have it since he done so much 
to secure the vote for John Quinctya Adams,

HIGGINS’S LITTLE GAME. 


Is Charged Taat He Tried to Buy Up «a 
Democratic Official. 


Wilmington, Del., Octobe 29.—The Every 
Evening prints this afternoon, a statement 
of Major Isaac Wooten, democratic regis 
trar for the eastern election district of Lit- 
trur- for the eastern election distric of Lit- 
tle Creek, Hundred, Sussex county,and a 
responsible man, widely known throughout 
the state in which statement Major Wooten 
sets forth a story of alleged attempted qr- 
ruption, in which he . implicates United 
States Senator Higgins. Personally, Woot- 
en’s story is that about four weeks ago, 
Postmaster George E. Smith, of Laurel, 
came to him and after some preliminary 
beating about the bush, made a proposition 
that Wooten on election day, in the capacl- 
ty of “voters assistant,’”’ should so manipu- 
late the ballot of illiterate democrats that 
they would really vote the republican tick- 
et without knowing it. In return; Wooten 
was to get any ottice he wanted. Wooten 
laid the matter before Colonel Records and 
Chairman Roberts, prominent democrats, 
who told him to get all the information 
he could. 

Wooten arranged a conference between 
himself, Smith and Senator Higgins, at 
Smith’s house. Higgins told him that Har- 
rison’s election was certain. Harrison, 
Higgins said, would carry North Carolina 
and had a fighting chance in Tennessee, 
that he was certain of Connecticutt and that 
Delaware was sure. “By God,” he says, “‘if 
you will do this thing, we’re all right.”

of the pot tomorrow. ‘There are parties 
galore; “straightout democrats,” “demo- 
erats,” “republicans,” ‘“‘lily white repub- 
licans,” “populists,” and “prohibitionists.” 
All except the republicans have full state 
tickets in the field. and the fight its over 
the election of a governor. 

In national politics Texas will roll up 
her usual prize democratic majority. In- 
deed, Texas democrats are split on every- 
thing but Cleveland. On him-they are as 
united as Georgians. 

For governor all the parties have a 
candidate in the field but the republic- 
ans. They have endorsed George Clark, 
the candidate of the straightout demo- 
crats. 

The candidates are: Governor J. S.Hogg, 
democrat; George Clark, democrat; ‘T. 
L. Nugent, people's party; and A. J. 
Houston, “lily white” republican. 

The contest proper is between Hogg, 


*’ Clark and Nugent, with their strength, 


to all outward appearances, about evenly 
divided. 

The democratic party is badly split. 
Indeed, from it have been formed three 
parties in the present campaign. In 
the first place the people’s party is form- 
ed almost exclusively of democrats as 
was the case in Georgia. ‘The remainder 
of the party is divided between Hogg 
and Clark. 

The business element of ihe state, the 
city people, supported Clark in the prima- 
ries but Hogg went to the convention 
with the country folks behind him. He 
had a majority of the convention and the 
Clark people say refused to recognize 
them in a motion for organization. A 
large number of Clark's delegates there 
fure withdrew and held a convention of 


their own. The next day when the Hogg.) 


platform, containing -freesiiver-and an 
income tax, was drafted a number of 
other Clark men withdrew, claiming it 
was a slap at the national platform. One 
convention then nominated Hogg and the 
other Clark. ‘The platform of the Clark 
convention was based on the national 
democratic platform. ‘The Clark people 
raised the cry that Hogg’s election, on 
his platform pandering to the populists, 
would injure the material interests of the 
state, would drive capital away and play 
havoc generally.” On the other hand they 
claimed that Clark’s election would mean 
good credit and prosperity to the state. 

The republicans, led by large cattle men 
and other northern people engaged in busi- 
ness enterprises, have met in convention and 
endorsed Clark. Then the “Lily Whites” 
came along and put out a ticket and the 
populists followed by nominating T. L. 
Nugent who is a highly respected and sub- 
stantial citizen. The strength of Hogg, 
Clark and Nugent seems to be somewhat 
equally distributed. Clark’s strength is 
almost entirely in the citi¢és and towns, 
while Hogg and Nugent divide the coun- 
try vote. Hogg has been playing for the 
third party vote. Should he get it and with 
it offset the republican vote that will go 
to Clark, he would be elected, but the 
third party is strong in Texas and its lead- 
ers declare they have suflicient votes to 
elect their candidate. 

Senator Mills’s Position. 

The Hogg people declare the Clark men 
are but calamity howlers. Both are mak- 
ing a vigorous fight. The majority of the 
political leaders of the present day, includ- 
ing nearly all the congressmen, are ar- 
rayed on the side of Hogg. Several of the 
congressmen are campaigping for him. 
Senator Roger Q. Mills is, however, taking 
no active part in the campaign. He says 
he will vote for Hogg but adds to that the 
statement that the man who votes for Clark 
is just as good a democrat as the man who 
supports Hogg.» As a consequence both 


- sides are to some extent indignant at him 


~—the Clark people because he opposes their 
candidate when, they say, Clark did more 
towards electing him to the senate than any 
other man in the state; and the Hogg people 
are angry because Mills will not take the 
stump for Hogg. The whole business is 
mad and both sides declare they wil] put 
up 2 candidate who will defeat him before 
the legislature for the senate. But that, 
perhaps, is only heated political talk. 
Again it might develop seriously to him. 
There is already much talk of Congressman 
Culberson, who has been one of the leaders 
ia the house of representatives for a dozen 
years. Judge Culberson is a timid politi- 
Gan. Indeed, he is decidedly more of a 
Statesnfan than a politician, and unless his 
friends bring him out and do the work he 
Would not push himself.

The Fire Checked—a ne Luss Will Be About 
Six Million Dollars. 
Milwoukee, October 29.—Last night’s fire, 
which was caused by the explosion of an oil 
barrel in the store ied by the Union 
Oil Company at 275 | Water street, 
destroyed thirteen blocks of business houses 
and residences, over three hundred build- 
ings in all, and caused the loss of four lives. 
Loss, $6,000,000. It is now under control, 
but the ruins in places are burning fiercely 
and it will be several days before the last 
sparks of the fire are extinguished. The in- 
surance on the business houses amounts 
to $5,825,000. 

It is known that five lives were lost last 
night and four people were seriously in- 
jured. They are: Henry Peddenbrock, a 
fireman, fifty-five years of age; Charles 
Stahle, fireman; an unknown woman, about 
sixty years old; Mrs. “Kaladan, from the 
effects of the shock after being taken to 
the third ward school. 

Henry Peddenbroch and Charles Stable, 
the firemen who were killed, met their 
death in an alley in the rear of East Water 
street, where the walls of Waisel & Vilter’s 
machine shops fell. Both men were at 
work in the rear of the building and when 
the crash came they were buried under the 
falling walis. Several men were injured 
also member of. the. life-saving crew. 

Several insurance men intimated that the 
insurance companies would suffer at least 
$3,000,000 by the fire.

WRECK OF THE ROUMANIA 


Over a Hundred Lives Lost recking 

vis of a Pron eee 
sbon, October 29.—Later particulars 
garding the loss of the Roumania states that 
a heavy fog prevailed at the time she 
struck. A heavy sea is still running about 
the wreck. Seven bodies in a nearly nude 
condition, have been washed ashore, and 
the fact that they were unclothed when 
taken indicates that many people on board 
were in their berths when the steamer 
struck, and had no chance to dress them- 
selves. The place where the steamer went 
ashore is most difficult to get at in stormy 
weather, and as the sea is so high, it is 
impossible to say, with certainty, whether 
she is broken up or not. 

The disaster occurred a little to the north- 
east of Cape Carveiro, almost the ex- 
treme westerly point of Portugal. It is 
thought the Roumania made more leeway. 
than was calculated upon by Captain 
Young, as the vessel was off her course and 
headed direct for the coast. No life-saving 
stations are in the vicinffy of the wreck 
and it is doubtful if anything could be 
done in the gale.

he sweet, tender spare-ribs or the loin 
of a young pig make a delicious roast. Se- 
lect a piece weigoing about three pounds. 
Rub a handful of ochre an A _— wage . 
handful of per on it, about three hou 
before you roast it. Dredge it hghtly with 
flour, lay it on the rack in the dripping pan, 
pour a cupful of boiling water under it. 
When it tas roasted for fifteen minutes, 
baste it, and continue to baste it every fif- 
teen minutes until it has roasted an hour 
and a half. Add more water from time to 
time as it boils away. If the spare-rib is 
not criapy brown in every part, it should 
be cooked for a quarter of an hour or more. 
Pork should be more thoroughly done than 
any other kind of meat. Serve it 
with a avy made from the drip- 
pings of the pan. Add a little boiling water 
to the drippings, stir in a tablespoonful of 
flour, previously wet with cold water, sea- 
son the mixture with salt and pepper, and 
stragn it through a gravy strainer. Skim 
off carefully all grease that rises, and servt 
the gravy in # boat with the spare-rib. 
Apple sauce, mashed potatoes and good 
mustard are the old English accompani- 
ments to a dish of spare-ribs. 

Pork-chops make a very acceptable break 
fast dish these cold, frosty mornings. They 
are especially nice at this time broiled. To 
broil them, trim them well, flatten them 
with a mallet, rub them with a little sweet 
oil, and let them broil for about seven min- 
utes on each side. Sauce-Robert is the 
tiine-honored sauce to serve with pork 
chops. A simple rule for making this calls 
for half an onion sliced and fried with a 
teaspoonful of butter, till they are quite 
brown. Add 1 teaspoonful of sugar, 
sprinkling it in. This is to glaze the onions. 
Add half a wine glass of white wine, and 
cook for six minutes. Then add a pint of 
sauce Espagnole or brown gravy. Let the 
mixture boil for about fifteen or twenty 
minutes slowly. Then add a teaspoonful 
of English mustard, wet with a little cold 
stock. If you do not care to prepare so 
elaborate a sauce as this, serve the chops 
simply with ne age ate agg ¢ gel 
ter. Most people like the piquan 
with pork chops or pork tenderloins. Pork 
chons look especially nice arranged around 
a little mound of mashed potatoes. 


“Johnny cake” is a good old-fashioned 
aoe ” prenkfast dish which is not as 
universally known as it deserves to be, 
although most of us remember to have had 
a decided weakness for it in our childhood. 
Here is an excellent recipe for its mannu- 
facture: Scald white — Indian meal which 
has been sifted. stir it thoroughly, add a 
little salt and cold to make it thin 
enough to turn into a baking tin, which 
must be greased to prevent it from sticking. 
Make it one inch thick in the pan and bake 
in a quick oven.

The Governor and the University. 

Governor Northen, in his able inaugural 
mildress, has again placed himself on re- 
cord as a friend to education, and in tak- 
ing a bold stand for the State university, 
he has surpassed the records of his prede- 
cessors in office and has brought bimself 
in still closer touch with the people of 
the state. 

The State university has never had the 
recognition it deserves at the hands of 
the legislature of Georgia. From its 
establishment to the present time it has 
contended with the greatest difficulties, 
and struggled against fate. It has done 
a noble work in the past, and is still 
carrying on that work as best it can in 
the limits prescribed for it. It has given 
to Georgia some of her best men, and has 
made a proud record in the history of 
universities; but while other southern 
institutions of like character have been 
fostered by liberal state aid, our own has 
been neglected and, in a great measure, 
has been left to battle for itself. 

Governor Northen honors himself and 
his state by espousing the cause of the 
State university, and we gladly put him 
on record for these noble sentiments. He 
Tbe best possible investment for the people’s 
money isin the education of thechildren of 
‘the state. The state planned wisely when it es- 
tablished a system of free education, begin- 
ning with the elements and culminating in the 
completeness of a university scholar. It is to 
this higher duty, the education of the people, 
I would ask your most earnest considera- 
tion. 

The State university, because of the lack of 
support by the general assembly, is not pre- 
pared for the broad and comprehensive work 
that a state institution should accomplish, 
and the higher interests of the state de- 
mand. At each succeeding session of the 
general assembly the friends of the univer- 
sity have found it necessary to defend its 
claims to the support of the state, and to be 
finally, satisfied to receive at the hands of the 
legislature the simple right to an existence, 
without any guarantee of future support. 

I will be glad to endorse and approve your 
liberal appropriation’ for this institution, to- 
gether with the School of Technology and the 
Industrial and Normal school for girls. 

That is the governor's message to the 
general assembly of Georgia in regard sto 
education; he has made up his record on 
this line, and it is before the people 
through their representatives in the legis- 
lature. It now rests with the latter as 
to what shall be done in regard to it. 

Georgia has intrusted her interests to 
a splendid body of mien;- she has an able 
and brilliant assembly at her capital; men 
who know the needs of the people and are 
wedded to the interests of the state. Let 
them now join hands with the governor 
and come to.the rescue of the State uni- 
versity! It is for them to say whether it 
shall fade or flourish. Governor Northen 
has blazed the way; it now remains for 


them to make the road a smooth one! 


Senator Hill in Tammany Hall. 

Among the democratic speeches deliv- 
ered during the present campaign, we 
think the address of Senator David B. 
Hill before Tammany Hall will easily 
rank first. It has already attracted wide 
attention, and those democrats who have 
been under the influence of republican 
criticism and hatred of Senator Hill are 
beginning to do tardy justice to his intel- 
lectual equipment.

The Fraudulent Census. 
It is not likely that Philadelphia repub- 
licans, no matter how degraded their par- 
tisanship, will claim that Porter’s fraud- 


) alent census is-all it claims to be, for he 


has used it as a weapon to strike a 
blow at one of the most important inter- 
ests of their city. 

A few days ago Porter’s census bureau 
issued a bulletin of what purported to 
be a full report of the shipbuilding indus- 
try of Philadelphia in 1890. The figures 
show that there were twenty establish- 
ments engaged in the shipbuilding indus- 
try. The amount of capital invested was 
$1,231,776 and the entire product, $950,- 
123. These figures had a very queer look, 
and it is no wonder that the people of 
Philadelphia were disgusted when they 
found out the true inwardness of the 
matter. 

The fact is that Porter has employed 
the census not only as a political machine, 
but as a means of satisfying his spite. 
He was not satisfied with the figures sent 
him by the Cramps and so he left their 
establishment and its results out of his 
bulletin. No fewer than six ships were 
built by the Cramps in 1890, and their 
total value was $3,346,000. In the yard 
of Madie & Levy the output in 1890 was 
more than $1,000,000 in value. 

Thus we see that the census has been 
used not only as a partisan machine, but 
as a weapon to satisfy Porter’s personal 
spite. a 


Business Demands a Change. 

A splendid index of the sentiment of 
the people is generally to be found in the 
views of the commercial travelers, who 
are constantly moving about among all 
sorts of people, and hearing everything 
that is going on. 

Nine out of every ten of the commer- 
cial travelers of the south will tell you, 
if asked, that they are taking decidedly 
fewer orders than usual; and that if 
Harrison is elected they do not expect 
to increase their business; but if Cleve- 
land is elected they hope to do the largest 
business done in the south in years. 

This presents the whole question in a 
nutshell Why is it so? The republican 
party, on the pretense of protecting Amer- 
ican industries; has about destroyed our 
foreign trade and high taxation and over- 
production is the result. “It scems to have 
been thé special purpose of the. repub- 
lican administration during the past four 
years to foster trusts and monopolies, 
which are stronger in the United States 
today than they ever have been. Every 
trust, from the match combine to the 
steel trust, and a hundred other combi- 
nations that are working in harmony to 
raise prices, has been made stronger and 
more powerful by the passage of the 
McKinley bill, on which, to a great ex- 
tent, is to be placed the responsibility 
for the hard times the people are now 
suffering. 

The people may well ask if they may 
expect any change in the situation if the 
republican high-tariff policy is to be en- 
dorsed in November. On the other hand, 
if the verdict of the people is rendered 
against this state of affairs, the opposite 
effect will immediately be felt, and the 
resuit of the relaxation from onerous tax- 
ation will at once bring about a better 
condition of affairs throughout the coun- 


try. 

It is time for the people of the United 
States to consider this question seriously, 
and there is abundant evidence that they 
are doing so. Many able and conservative 
men who have heretofore acted and voted 
with the republican party have announc- 
ed publicly that they will vote with the | 
democrats this year/”They have been 
thinking about the situation and their 
views express the attitude of hundreds of 
thousands of former republicans through- 
out the country, whose democratic votes 
will be the exponent of their opinion. 

One thing is as certain as fate: If Harri- 
son is re-electec, the people of the south 
and of the country generally need expect 
no improvement in the depressed condi- 
tion of business.

The New York Commercial Bulletin is 
of the opinion that the national banking 
system is not receiving the right kind of 
treatment, “If the natidnal banking sys- 
tem is a good thing,” it says, “it should 
receive fair treatment.” Undoubtedly, 
and even if it is a bad thing, it should re- 
ceive fair treatment. But as it is a mere 
system, is it not treating it fairly to 
criticise what all conceive to be its short- 
comings? 

We suppose that The Commercial Bulle- 
tin does not need to be informed of the 
status of the national banking system, or 
to be told that it does not fill perfectly 
the needs of the public. Responsive to 
its own limitations, it is rapidly winding 
up its.own affairs as a note-issuing me 
dium. If the business of the country 
Were compelled to depend on national 
bank circulation alone, it would be in a 
state of chronic collapse. The prosper- 
ity of the country would have been utter- 
ly destroyed by the contraction that has 
been going on in the national bank note 
circulation. 

The figures are very plain. In 1882, 


the issue of national bank notes reached | | 
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system is to be perpetuated, it is entitled | 
to opportunities for healthy growth,” etc. 
But if these opportunities come to it—if | 
the restrictions are removed—it will cease 
to be the system it now is, and take 
sovne other shape. John Sherman, who 


assisted at the birth of the system, said 


in congress not long ago that he expected 
to attend its funeral, and predicted that 
the obsequies could not be delayed much 


Under political, pressure, Mr. Sherman 
has now gone back to the greenback idea. 
He is in favor of issuing treasury notes 
“based on the prosperity of the country.” 
This is what the Wall street wreckers 
and their republican prophets call the 
“fiat money idea,” but thus far we have 
seen no republican criticism of Sherman’s 


utterance. In a political campaign, a 


great “statesman” is permitted to say 
pretty much what he pleases so far as 
his own party friends are conecrned. 

We mention these things merely to show 
that even the republican brethren do not 
regard the banking system as an 
institution to be blindly worshiped. We 
are free to say that, for the purposes 
which its originators had in view—the 
sale of United States bonds—it has been 
the most successful banking system the 
world has ever seen; and it was of inval- 
uable aid to the country in forwarding 
the revival of business immediately after 
the war. But when that is said all is 
said. : 

The only question for The Commercial 
Bulletin to consider in regard to this sub- 
ject is this: Are the people of this coun- 
try willing to perpetuate the national debt 
in order to continue a system which is 
not fitted to their needs? 


Our Obituary Poets. 

The death of several distinguished men 
of letters in this country, and one in 
England, has been productive of such a 
flood of rhyme from poets good, bad and 
indifferent, the world over, that one is 
amazed at the amount of poetical talent 
distributed everywhere. Authors, hither- 
to unknown, have come to the front with 
dirges that rival the funeral processions 
in mournfulness, so that, after reading 
them, we do sincerely wish that the sub- 
ject they memorialize were still in the 
land of the living, 

The fate of the obituary poet is a hard 
one, and that of his readers is often 
harder still. Obituaries must be written, 
but in view of those of recent date which 
have appeared in rhyme, we submit that 
prose is their best vehicle of expression. 
No less than 5,000 poems have been writ- 
ten on the death of Tennyson; fully 500 
on Whittier; while even poor Walt Whit- 
man, who was not popular with the mul- 
titude, has not escaped the pen of the 
obituary poet. 

It would really seem that a half-dozen 
poems by a half-<dozen first-class poets 


would be sufficient to express the grief: 


of a people for the death of any man; 
but one song begets another, and go 
they come, world without end. 


In this connection we wish to call at,’ 


tention to the fact that we have very: few 
genuine obituary poets in this country. 
Even Mr. James Whitcomb Riley, the 
best of all the singers, made a flat failure 
of his attempt to pay homage to the 
memory of Tennyson in verse; and if 
he failed, what are we to expect of the 
rest of them? 

There is a heartlessness in much of 
this verse-lauding of great men dead 
which makes the stanzas grate harshly on 
the ear—a lack of sincerity in thought 
and felling which is often painfully appa- 
rent to the reader and does the writer 
no credit. Still, we would not discourage 
the poets; in this crowded age, when 
they all, good and bad, are struggling 
for recognition and are anx- 
iously awaiting al opportunity 
to be heard, 1: | ie. perhaps, 
but natural that they should sing the 
dead as well as the living, and they are 
safe when they sing the former—because 
the dead cannot retaliate.

The Reapportionment Question. 

In commenting on the question of the 
proposed new representative reapportion- 
ment, which is now being generally dis- 
cussed throughout the state, Hon. W. H 
Fleming, the distinguished representative 
from Richmond, is quoted as follows: 

‘Yes, there are, of course, inequalities of 
representation, but our friends are on the 
wrong track in seeking a remedy. 

A statute law cannot reach it. It would 
require an améndment to the constitution. 
That instrument provides that the six largest 
counties shall have three representatives each 
and the next twenty-six largest counties shall 
have two representatives each and the re- 
maining 105 counties shall have one repre- 
sentative each, making in all 175. 

It will never be possible to get the house 
as constituted of its present basis to give a 
two-thirds vote to submit an amendment to 
the constitution curtailing the power of the 
smaller counties. - 

In the constitutional convention, General 
Toombs made a splendid fight for representa- 
tion in the senate according to population. 

As a question of practical work, however, 
it is not at all probable that even 
the senators will vote away their own power 
now Youchsafed to them under the present 


arrangement. 

We do not understand that there is 
any ground for Mr. Fleming's statement 
that those who are advocating the pro- 
posed change “are on the wrong track.” 
Of course, those who know anything 
about the situation at all readily under- 
stand that a statute law cannot reach 

t situation, and that if the 


iawaity well understood that the only 
way to amend the constitution is by first 
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We observe with pleasure that Mr. 
Fleming admits that “there are, of course, 
inequalities of representation.” If this 
is true, it is the duty of every member 
who believes it to exert himself to bring 
about the equality which justice de- 
mands, and just here Mr. Fleming has a 


gplendid opportunity to bring to bear his 


well-known ability in doing a great work 
for the state in rectifying the gross ine- 
quality of the present legislative appor- 
tionment. 

Mr. Fleming fears “it will never be pos- 
sible to get the house, as constituted on 
its present basis, to give a two-thirds vote 
to submit an amendment to the constitu- 
fon curtailing the power of the smaller 
counties.” He adds further “that it is 
not at all probable that even the sena- 
tors will vote away their own power.” 

It has not been suggested that the sen- 
ators should interfere in the slightest 
with the present lav controlling sena- 
torial elections. As to the house, Mr. 
Fleming may be right in his opinion that 
it will be impossible to have the present 
body do anything on the line suggested, 
but in justice to that body we believe that 
its refusal would be based on a higher 
ground than its determination to perpet- 
uate a grievous injustice simply because 
it gives the smaller counties an advantage 
over the larger ones. If the change pro- 
posed interfered with the present repre- 
sentation of the smaller counties it would 
be reasonable to expect opposition from 
their members. But the proposition for 
a new apportionment is based on the 
right of every one of the smaller coun- 


ties to have one representative aS now, 


and yet to give the larger counties of the 
state representation in proportion to pop- 
ulation. 

The unfair basis of legislative represen- 
tation in New York became a party issue, 
and the democrats of Georgia received, a 
few months ago, with much delight, the 
announcement that the republican par- 
tisan basis had been overthrown and a 
fair apportionment secured. And yet 
even the old republican basis of pepre- 
sentation in New York was infinitely more 
equal and just than the democratic basis 
of representation now existing in Georgia. 

This is a subject for the serious con- 
sideration of the general assembly. It 
may result in no change, but a careful 
study of the situation can do no harm. 

To sum the whole matter up, it is not 
right that some of the members of the leg- 
islature should represent 30,000 people 
and others represent only 3,500. Yet this 
is the situation as we find it, and it is 
enough to justify the consideration of the 
general assembly. 


‘“While the Lamp Holds Out to Burn.” 

The democratic newspapers do not pre- 
tend to give the names of those who are 
now deserting the republican party for 
the purpose of supporting the democratic 
ticket. The most that can be done is to 


. print the names of the most prominent 


republicans who have declared that they 


will no. longer act with the party of 


shams and frauds. During the past few 


“weeks, The New York World has printed 


three or four columns filled with the 
names of prominent republicans who will 
support Mr, Cleveland. 

The latest convert gives a singular em- 
phasis to the movement away from the 
republican party. He is no less a person 
that David H. Chamberlain, who was at 
one time the republican governor of South 
Carolina. This is a very hopeful ‘sign, 
for it is reasonable to suppose that the 
arguments that will convert such a man 
as Chamberlain ought to have a control- 
ling influence on the most inveterate re 
publican. 

Chamberlain is a scholarly man, but in 
the prime of his republicanism he was 
one of the worst of the class known as 
carpet-baggers, and he has left an odor- 
ous record in South Carolina. He was 
both rabid and ,unscrupulous. His re 
pentance comes late in the day, and yet 
it is not less significant on that account. 
He is thoroughly familiar with the aims 
and purposes of the republican party, and 
that which disgusts him with the organ- 
ization surely cannot set well on the 
stomachs of the less experienced.

the origin, progress and aims of the republi- 
can party. 
* pat such a political party could be formed 
~~ and stand for fifty years, in a republic, ang 
uuder a purely democratic form of gover 
‘ment, is @ marvel. That it should have had 
itfe breathed into it by the flery and incendi- 
ary breath of sons of Puritans apd Quakers 
who fied from England to escape persecution, 
is an anomoly. ‘That it could rise and flour- 
ish for thirty years among a pedple whose 
happiness and the safety and enjoyment of 
property depend on obedience to their ruler, 
whose ruier is the constitution, and whose 
constitution gaurantees, “rights of persons 
and “rights of things” can only be explained 
ov the ground of decadence of the republic. 

The republican party is nothing more than 
the golden winged ouspring of the abolition 
grub, none the less destructive now than then, 
although its comoran appetite feeds on the 
labor aud property of the whole union instead 
ef one section At first it crawled—it bur- 
rouwed—it worked under ground in one corner 
of the union and even there was despised and 
contemned by law-abiding men. Whether 
it was born of philanthropy for twe slave or 
the euvy of the master, remains and will re- 
main ap unsolyed provlem. its violent and 
lawiess action sustains the theory of envy, 
\whiie the theory of a sincere philanthropy 
is negatived by the presence in its pocket of 
the market price of the siaves. Again; the 
oeoning of the words, “all men are born free 
and equal,’’ and the fact that “the constitu-

The abolition or republican party is a con- 
trete of floating fragments—disjecta membra of 
orgunizatious, Which were disintegrated by 
pounding against democracy. The federal 
purty and its scion, the whig party, stood the 
shocks for sixty years and fell in pieces in 
1852. VYhe fragments, scuth, controlled by 
auti “er to democracy, and its fragments 
north, then not sufficiently decayed to drift 
to the abolition nucleus, combin and formed 
the know-notbing party. That went to pieces 
in 1860. In that year democracy, overesti- 
mating its strength and with faith that a 
party wholly sectioual, without one principle 
of governmental policy in its platform, defy- 
ing law. denouncing the constitution as ‘‘a 
league with heil and a covenant with death.’’ 
could never succeed, divided and Jost. The 
“bigher law’’ wou by a vote a million less 
than the majority of votes cast. 

Such was the origin of the abolition—now 
ithe republican party. With a few reflections 
on its origin I will pass on to jts progress. 

From a party thus formed and with such 
unlawful purposes, what could reasonably be 
expected? Originating, in part. of envy and 
hatred of the south, could we look for friend- 
ship. justice or brotherly love from it? in- 
tending and organized confessedly to destroy 

roperty; bent on violating its own com- 

ort, could we expect it to respect the rights 
of property or persons in any other section of 
the union? Beginning with proclaimed con- 
tempt for the organic law—the constitution— 
could we expect reasonable, just and equit- 
sbic-setatute law from such a party? Begin- 
ning tn poverty and envious of the rich, could 
we look for any other result t rtotous 
living and reckless extravagance when it got 
full possessiun of the treasury and the taxing 

wer? Wholly sectional by locality, in feel- 
hg and purpose, any thoughtful mind 
ever suppose it could become national? 
Let us now gauge the performances of man- 
hood by the promises of youth and see what 
progress this infant with such curses and 
imprecations against law and the constitn- 
tion on its lips; with such unbridled passions 
and hatred, and with the whole wrath of the 
union at its command, has made in thirty 
years, 

The measures adopted by the abolition party 
during the war I shall not criticise adversely. 
I shall speak of theth as peace measures only. 
If the abolition party thought such measures 
mecessary to save the union, they are beyond 
criticism by a southern man when considered 
strictly as war measures. 

The first acts were to fasten on the people 
a tariff for protection; to issue hundreds of 
millions of irredeemable paper currency; to es- 
tablish a sectional banking mouopoly; to issue 
billions of bonds payable in coin. Silver was 
then coin and equal to gold. 

The banking aldeyy od belug based exclu- 
sively on government vonds and a few own- 
ing the bonds, a monupoly was guaranteed 
to them by a levy of 10 per cent tax on 
every other kind cf currency. That was thir- 
ty years ago and has that war measure—the 
ae “diiactes in the slighest degree im- 
paire 

The tariff measure was so monstrous that 
its advocates had to apologize for it as being 
a war necessity. and gave a pledge that it 
would be reduced when peace was declared. 
That was thirty years ago and the most 
odious, tyrannical and ruinous form of that 
War measure now bears the new christening 
of the “McKinley bill,”” but two years old. 

The greenbacks openly admitted as late as 
1876, in open debate in congress, to be irre- 
deemabile, on a case made before the supreme 
court, were declared not to be money—not 
legal tender. But, that party owning the 

reenbacks, in the main, true to ifs youthful 

sr of law and the constitution,. se- 
lected two men who were known to be will- 
icrg to decide that a were money 
and legal tender, and had them raised to the 
2 er bench to revoke that decision.

They do not allow 
such horrors “to come between the wind 
and their nobility.””

They do not know nor care 
that within the last three months more rapes 
of white women by young negroes have been 
committed in the thirteen southern states 
than were committed.during the 200 years of 
siavery.

And these are the fruits of the abolition and 
republican party, and under such citizens— 
under their control of life, liberty and 
property—Davenport, Lodge, Depew & Co.

The south, impoverished and unaided, is 
taxing herself to the extent of -her financial 
ability to educate whites and blacks alike. The 
blacks who will work find constant em. 
plyoment at living wages. They can exercise 

thont binderance all the political rights the 
white race exercise. The peaceable and law- 
abiding are never molested. They are em- 
ployed, encouraged and assist by their 
white neighbors. They are opposed to the 
force bill. The lawless, lustful, vagrant, mur- 
derous, who prey on our property and our 
ng we =. oo — as oa ey deserve. And 
no force can chan s rule of huma 
action, north or south. ‘ 


The Republican Party Sectional.

In Georgia, 
for instance, their aggregate of roperty 
accumulated since emancipition is $14,000,-

“TATNST MACON. 


The Contral Ratlroad People Are Charged 
with Discrimination. 


A QUESTION OF COTTON RATES 


In Which Not Only Macon but the Rest of 
Georgia Is Interested—Macon Day at 
the Fair—Central City News. 


Macon, Ga., October 29.—(Special.)}—On 
Wednesday next the Central railroad will 
be asked to show to the cotton people of 
Macon why they are discriminating against 
Macon and aguinst all other purts but Sa- 
vannah in the transportation of cotton. 

Some time ago The Constitution pointed 
out that the Central railroad was acting in 
2 most arbitrary way in this matter and 
the assertion has been backed by the en- 
dorsement of every leading cotton factor 
and warehousemen in the city. 

The proposition advanced by the cotton 
men here is thut the Central railroad is 
forcing all the cotton in its territory to Sa- 
vannah by making the discrimination in fa- 
vor of the Savannah factors. 

The proof of their proposition is that they 
are prepared to show that the Central rali- 
road absolutely refuses to give a through 
rate to Savannah or Brunswick to any cot- 
ton that is shipped to any compress in Ma- 
con other than the Central railroad com- 
press. The shipper who chooses the Ma- 
con factor or any compress other than 
that run by the Central railroad must pay 
a local freight from his shipping point into 
Macon and then from Macon he must pay 
another local rate to Savannah, for it is 
openly asserted that the Central will not 
ship to Brunswick. The difference is just 
10 cents per hundred, or in other words, 
it makes the quotation on cotton brought 
in under such conditions about one-eighth 
of a cent more. 

This is, of course, prohibitory and the 
cotton men here say that it is going to make 
an immense difference to the trade and to 
all branches of trade in Macon. 

The Constitution correspondent this morn- 
ing called on all the leading cotton men 
and heard their views on the subject. They 
were unanimous and umnsparing in their 
condemnation of the action of the Central 
railroad. 

‘“‘What remedy is there?” 

“Only this,”’said one of the most promi- 
nent. If, as I understand is q fact, the 
cotton men of Macon go before Judge Speer 
with a petition and the matter is looked 
into by him, we believe that he will see the 
unfairness and the injustice of the whole 
proceeding and will take steps to make a 
change. 

‘‘Mr. Comer, the receiver of the road, 
is a big cotton warehouseman in Savannah, 
and, while I do not charge it, it certainly 
looks very singular that now that he has 
charge of the affairs of the road, it should 
take these steps to force all cotton to Sa- 
vannah instead of giving the local men a 
chance, i 

“Other roads are not in competition and 
cannot be, because the Centrai railroad 
has absolute control of the cotton belt of 
Georgia and what business we can do on 
the other roads must necessarily be very 
emall. 

“Alnother discrimination, I charge, is 
that the Central railroad will not transport 
cotton billed to any other compress or fac- 
tor as quickly as they will to their own com- 
press or to a Savannah factor. 

“Yes, the merchants and the cotton men 
of Macon should not rest until the Central 
railroad is made to understand its duties 
and repsonsibilities as a public carrier and

HE TALKS OF THE LICENSES 


And Compsres Them With the Charges 
Elsewhere—The Big Shows Lose 
r Money in Georgia, — 


How many persons among the thousands 
who were delightfully and instructively en- 
tertained by the Adam Forepaugh show on 
last Friday will be pleased with the infor- 
mation that there is a stfong probability 
that neither the Forepaugh nor Barnum 
shows will be seen in Atlanta or the 
state of Georgia again for several years to 
come ? 

Not many. 

Thousands did attend the show and were 
delighted. Surely the receipts of the show 
were very large and the day’s business 
profitable for Messrs. Bailey and McOad- 
don, proprietors. At least that would be 
the impression every one who was present 
received. Naturally then the question 
arises, why should not the shows return. 

The question is best answered by quoting 
from Mr. J. T. McCaddon, the youthful 
manager who worthily wears the mantle 
of the great and gone Forepaugh. 

Mr. McCaddon is a man young in years 
comparatively, but he is old in experience. 
His partner in the proprietorship of the 
Adam Forepaugh shows is his distinguished 
prother-in-law, James A. Bailey, who is 
the proprietor of the Barnum shows. As 
these are the two largest tenting exhibi- 
tions in the world, whatever Mr. McCad- 
don has to say concerning his line of busi- 
ness carries great weight so far as show 
matters go. When the personality of the 
man is known his utterances are all the 
more impressive. He is a student of his 


business. All of his thirty odd years of | 


life, after childhood have been devoted to 
a study of it, but he has yet to learn the 
first taste of liquor or tobacco, his lips 
have yet to utter their first oath or vulgari- 
ty. His bright and clear eyes, earnest and 
strong voice, plain, direct speech, all show 
unmistakable evidences of honesty and sin- 
cerity, and one listening to him is compelled 
to pay him the respect of thinking here is 
a man of integrity teliing the truth. 

These things are said of him because of 
the things he said of his business. They 
can’t help but interest every one who is 
fond of a day of diversion at.a clean and 
honorably conducted circus such as his, 
and that means everybody who has not 
forgotten his childhood or his children. 

“It looks very much,” said Mr. McCaddon, 
“as if you people of Georgia will have to 
content yourselves in the future with the 
little cheap catch-penny shows. Your li- 
censes are simply prohibitory. If many first- 
class shows can afford to pay them I can, 
and I know I can’t. Do you know what I 
have had to pay for license to show here in 
Atlanta, and all through Georgia? To be 
exact, I have paid here in Atlanta $793. 
Of that the state received $375 and the city 
$418. ‘And it it just as much in all the 
towns in Georgia, save one—Savannah—and 
there it was only $200 less. Columbus, 
Macon, Americus, Augusta, Rome,Madison, 
Atlanta, all make me pay $800 a day. For 
what? Why to bring into all these towns, 
excepting perhaps, Atlanta, the biggest 
crowds and the biggest day’s business they 
have had in years, if not in their entire 
history.” : 

“But you got your share of the big day’s 
business, did you not?’ he was asked. 

“No, sir, I did not. With the exception 
of Atlanta, I have not taken in as gross re- 
‘ceipts, my local expenses, counting in the 
license and  ~frailroad transportation. 
The railroad rates are excessive, 
more than double of what they are for runs 
of a corresponding length in other sections 
of the country. Besides the license ard 
railroads 1 divided over $1,500 in those 
towns between the butchers, bakers, feed 
men, billposters, hotels, newspapers, etc. 
You must remember that I have to feed 
120 men that travel in advance of the shows 
and about 700 persons with the shows, 400 
head of horses, mules, and ponies, over 100 
wild animals, including eleven large ele 
phants. There you see is over $3,000 of 
expenses that I have to meet, and in none of 
the towns in Georgia have my receipts 
amounted to so much, excepting Atlanta. 
Where then do you suppose I get the money 
necessary to pay the salaries of all these 
people in my employ and carry on expenses 
in the winter quarters, to say nothing of 
_—n oe plant, and so on? I simply 

on’t get it.” 

“Isn't the license a comparatively small 
item of all this expense?” 

“Small! Why $800 is 20 per cent of $4,- 
000 isn’t it? and I can’t get $4,000 in any 
of these Georgia ;towns, scarcely. You 
may think it strange that I should bring 
the shows into the state under the circum- 
stances. Well, there are several reasons 
for that. In the first place, the licenses 
have been more than doubled since we were 
here two years ago, and when we made our 
contracts with newspapers and railroads, 
and billposters, we were assured by inter- 
ested parties—chiefly the billposters—that 
there had been no change in the licenses. 
Accepting their word for it, our agents were 
sent here and contracts were made. It was 
too late to back out when we learned the 
truth. Another thing. We are always sat- 
isfied with a ve ogg gees upon our 
southern tours. er 3, people receive 
their support directly fom the employees 
of the Forepaugh shows, and we are 
glad to give them several weeks more of 
work if we do not have to pay too much 
Besides it keeps our horses and other 
stock re Se the horses simply eat their 
heads off when not traveling.” 

How do the licenses here compare with 
those elsewhere? 

“Well, suppose,” said Mr. McCaddon, 
“we leave out all the smaller towns and use 

ta for comparison, and I will give you 
the total licenses for all purposes paid—in- 
cluding state, county and city—in a number 
of cities, all of which are larger than At- 
lanta. In Philadelphia, $25 per year; New 
York, $100 per year; Boston, $100 per year: 
Chicago, $300, which includes the rent of 
the lake front, the greatest show grounds in 
the world; Cleveland, $40; Syracuse, a8: 
Columbus, Qhio, ; Indianapolis, $112; 
county and state, $100; Buffalo, 150: De- 
troit, $75; Pittsburgh, $100; Hartford, $75; 
Omaha, $50; Milwaukee, $100; Lowell, $100; 
Rochester, N. ¥., $50; Providence, $100

A world of changes in Atlanta’s history 
and progress and a wonderful amount of 
otherwise unwritten biography is revealed 
by an examination of a file of old directories 
dating back to 1867. 

Trace your friends acquaintances, indeed 
even yourselves and you will be surprised 
at the different positions occupied, public 
offices filled, various changes in locations of 
both business dnd residence, where and in 
what business the first start was made, all 
faithfully chronicled in these old much worn- 
out battered volumes. 

Many people claim to have @ complete 
file of all Atlanta’s directories but it is 
doubtful if more than two or three really 
complete editions of the series are in: ex» 
istence. 

One of these is in the office of the chamber 
of commerce and is owned by Mr. H. G. 
Saunders the publisher since 1887 of At- 
lanta’s present directory: His file com- 
mnces. with 1867, then 1871, then 1875 and 
from there until date an unbroken line, 
When Mr. Saunders was asked if 1867 was 
actually Atlanta’s first directory, he said 
he believed it was not. He understood that 
a directory was issued here in 1859 or 
1860, but although he had made many ef- 
forts to obtain a copy of it, he had so far 
not only been unsuccessful but had failed 
even to locate a single copy. 

From a historical point of view the vari- 
ous directories tell a very flattering tale and

The 1869 directory for instance contains 
287 very small pages and is slightly larger 
than a first reader. In addition to an or- 
dinary directory information it gives the 
names of various church congregations and 
the members composing all the secret or- 


ders. , 

If the 1893 Atlanta directory contained 
proportionate information it would have 
about 3,000 pages, ; 

To the old citizen or his children the 
most interesting study from these books is 
a biographical one. It is: quite facinating 
to trace back year by year the people in 
them through the various directories and 
discover the steps by which those who are 
prominent have risen and those who went the 
other way fell. These last, however are a 
very small minority. It will be found that 
the bulk of our prominent citizens be it 
in mercantile, manufacturing or  profes- 
sional life, commenced gt a very moderate 
round of the ladder some of the wealthiest 
and most enterprising citizens now, are 
registered as clerk, salesman, law students 
or book keeper.
